The  latter  artist,  through 
liis  rare  talent  and  his  kind  and  affable  demeanor,  gained 
so  entirely  the  friendship  of  the  great  Raphael,  that  he 
was  not  only  treated  by  him  as  a  brother,  but  made  him 
at  his  death  one  of  his  principal  heirs,  and  he  finished 
several  of  the  works  left  undone  by  his  great  master. 
Raphael  and  Giuilio  Romano,  as  painters,  were  two  of 
the  most  learned  that  ever  existed;  none  understood 
better  than  they  the  sublime  style  of  antiquity,  having 
studied  and  entered  into  it  thoroughly.  Their  amiable 
conceptions-  harmonized  so  well,  when  they  worked 
together,  that  it  requires  an  experienced  eye  to  distin- 
guish the  pencil  of  Giuilio  Romano  from  Raphael's. 
There  is  now  in  the  Louvre  a  drawing  in  red  chalk,  by 
Raphael,  of  this  same  design  and  composition,  dated 
1519,  thus  showing  conclusively  the  conception  and  the 
idea  to  be  Raphael's,  although  the  picture  is  signed  by 
Romano.
